SrR—In responte to tke fnvitation of the Com- 
mittee appoldted by His Excellency the Gov- 
emnor to make arrangements for celebrating the 
cempletton of the Goth year of the relgn of Her 
“Majesty the Queer,,1 beg to suggest, for the 
Consideration of the Committee, that tke most 
appropriate permanent memorial In thts Coleny 
would be a Hospital for Wemen, with @ Trata~ 
Ing’ Tostitute foe-Nurses Inconnection therewith. 
There {a pethaps nothing in which progress 
bas been more’marked during the Queen's relan 
than In the care and treatment, and especisily 
the naralog, of the alck, In “recoot years 
hospltals, both general and spccla}, have been 
moltipiicd Inthe Mother Contry and in Ber 
Colonies, and aticotlon bas bces more and more 
directed to. the provision af trained nurses 
for the reqatterr enty of all classes of the com- 
munity, ‘It may safely be sald that in Her 
Majesty's dominioos there are few, If any, 
eltles or towns af 200,c00 which do not number 
among their charitable Institutions a Hopltal for 
Women and a Tralotog Institute for Nurses. 
Tt must be‘admiited that we have not {n thls 
«Colony kept pace with.the. progeass of the times 
fn these respecty. No special provision js made 
fcr tho treatment of the diicasés: of women and, 
children, There is no syztem tn operation for 
the exariination and granting of certificates of 
competency to midwives. Tae case is nearly 
as bad with regard (o the question of competent 
nursing for the’ sick, With the Ifmited atai? 
available itis diffien't for a well-to-do European 
tomake sure of cbialning tho services of a 
(ralned and effictent nurse, Itts practically impose: 
sible fora poor person, and especially for a poor. 
» Chinese person, todo so. Yet a lMttle reflection 
will show that there must be a large number of 
women In this Colony who would be benefited, 
elther directly o: Indirectly, by the establishment 
of pital for Women. It ts still more evident 
that an (datltation for thetralolog and providing 
of skilicd nurses would, in a very material 
degeee, promote. the welfare and alleviate the 
sufferings of all classes of the communlty, 
Having regard to the character of the Queen 
and to her great and never faillog sympathy for- 
the wants and sorrows of her subjects, I submit 
that no memorial of her record reign conld be 
* more appropriate In a pers: sense oF more | 
pleasing to Her Majesty than that which I have 
ventured to. indicate, and there are excellent 
precedents on which to rest this opinion. In 
1887 It was by the Queen's express wish that the 
Rreater postion of ths offerings made by ber 
women subjecis in celebration of hes jrbilee of 
that year was devoted to the ‘foundation and 
evdowment of the Queen Victoria Institute for 
nurses—an Insi{iition speclally Intended for the 
providing of Irained nurses for the poores classes. 
In Iodia, I bellevo {am right Io saying, durlog 
the same year and-by way of commemorating 
the same jabilee, the Marchioness of Dufferin 
established the Uofferin Fund for the purpose of 
{ainishlog competent medics! ald to the women 
of that country, ‘In thepresent year the principal, 
» god itmay also be sald the cational, mode of 
‘ celebrating the Diamond Jubilee ts the establish. 
, rent, ander the auspices of the Prince of Wales, 
ofa'fand for the better and more parmanent 
endowment of the London Hospitals, 
At present (t does not appear to he necessary 
fo do moro jhan indicate the genéral outline of

ont these proposels would. probably ‘be that 
aultable occupation would be ‘found for.a 
certain number of young Euraslans,'of the clover, 
and bright ‘women who at present find ft 
difficult or {mpoasible to make an independent 
Hvelihood and whose lot ls usually a wery sad one. 
| Farther, ft may be hoped that nurses tralned at

- gmore fitting or more beneficent ontcome than 
the foauguration of a scheme which will help 
mateslally to locremse the comfort and ‘health 
and consequently the happiness of her loyal 
people in this colony. It may not be ont of 
place for a woman to add that It seems suitable. 
that a woman's selgn should be commemorated 
by something associated with women's wark,

SINGAPORE LEADING AS OSUAI! 


From Slogapare files ticelved today we 
learn that at a meeting of the Singapore Legis. 
lative Coancll, held on the 18th Instant, the 
Colonia] Secretary moved the following 
resolution :—‘* Whereas the Manlcipallties ct 
the Town of Singapore, George Town, .Penang, 
acd the Tewn and Fort of Malacca bave vote 
the sas of $5,000, $4,000-and $1,0<0, respec- 
tively for the parpose af celebrating the compte- 
tlon of the Goth year of the Relgn of Her Most 
Gracious Ma|esty the Queen: And whereas It's 
destrable that like sums should ba voted by the 
Government fir the same purpose tn each of the. 
Settlements of Singapore, Penang and Malacea: 
Iti hereby resolved that a sum not exceeding 
$tod0o' be set part from the general 
revenue of the Colony for the above parposc, 
and (hat thls expenditure be provided for tn the 
Final Supply Bitl (or 1897." The hon, member 
sald that prevaratlons were already far advanced 
fo Slogapore, and, be telleved, In Penang and 
Malacca, for the celebration of this unique 
eveot, and he had cvery reason to believe that 
the celebration would be ane worthy of the 
Colony and of the event. The motion was thea 
seconded and carried unanimously. oF 
_The foregoing facts make it clear: that, as 
naval, the Straits Setilements are far ahead 
of- Hongkong, We have, as yet, only reached 
the {dex stage, and even auggestfons for 
a suitable method of celabratlon appear to be 
slow In making thelr apoearance.

BANK OF ENGLAND, FORGERIES. 
reel 
EXTRAORDINARY STORY. 
Lonpon, Febraary 24th. 

The Datly Mat! says the anthoilties of the 
Bank of England are engaged In endeavouring 
to uaravel one of the most daring and successful 
forgeries of thelr notes that bas been pespeizated 
Curing the past quarter of a century, The 
forgerien ara confiaed to £10 oles, and some 
St0000 fs, so. far as bas at present bees | 
ascertained, tnvolved, The sericasness of the 
forgery ts aggravated because fst notes aye! 
printed on paper which cannot, even by experts, 
be differentiated from the genuine Bank of 
England papery aod the notes, can oaly 
be pronounces forgerles when  individoally 
checked atthe Bank by Bank officlalsablo to refer 
to the Bank's confidential books as regards the: 
secret cypher marks of the notes. About five 
weeks ago two £to Bank of England notes 
pasted throggh the hands of one of the casblers 
atthe chief branch of the Bank. : The cashley, 
though never for a moment donbifag the 
genuineness of the notes, happened ta formally 
check thete valldity by referring ta certain books, 
He was astounded to find that the secret cypher 
maiks were wanting on botb, and though the 
letterpress, printing, acd signature of the head 
cauhler were pertect, and, more extraordinary 
sill, the very paper iiself was of the same tex- 
ture ae geuly as genaise notes in circulation, 
yet he no other course left but to pronounce 


the two notes forgeries, :

Mr. RITCHIn—T have spen the allegattons to 
‘which my hon, friend refers, Every effort ts 
made by the Board of Trade to securdtequal 
treatment onder the law for Brilsh and forelgn 
ships In the matter of loading at porte tn the 
United Kingdom. In 1¥56 forty foreign ablos 
were detained In our porte for overloxding, as 
agafnst eleven British, and for beloging In deck 
lords In contravention of the law seven forelgni 
ships were proceeded acalnst as compared with 
only one, Britlsh, 1 will caure every case which 
ts brought under my. notice to be carefully con-, 
sidered, but I am advised that the present law 
{x not Inedequate s0 far as overloading of forelgn 
‘abtps leaving our ports Is cancemed,
